1888,—It is hereby notified in partial supersession of the notification 
published at page 1413 of Part I of the Ca/cuséa Gazette, dated the 16th Soptember 1874, that 
the following changes in tho thane jurisdictions of the district of Ducca have been made

The Superintendent is zequested. therefore, to be careful to assure himself that seamen 
before signing such agreements are fully aware of the consequences of their so doing.

Or again, snpprsing the seaman’s wages sr- £5 a month, and he is paid off at a port 
in the United States at 48, 6d. per dollar, he will receive about 22 dollars per mouth, but if 
he is paid off at 4a, 2d. per dollar, the present current rate of exchange, he will recoive 
24 dollars. 

This caution spplies equally to veneels hound to all foreign countries where the 
seamel’s agreements provide for the payment of their wages at a fixed rate of exchange.

J1.—Such (ommander shail not, excerpt as hereinafter provided, allow any com- 
munication, eithyr with the pilot boat, except orally, or with the shore, or 
with any other vessel or boat in the harbour. 

I1L.—Immediatedy on arrival the Commander shall cause the letter Tt of the Com- 
mercial Signal Code to he hoisted, and shall keep tue said flag flying during 
his stay in port or until authorized by the Heulth Officer to hanl it down, 
If communication with the shore is uot desired, the vessel shall auchor at 
such place as may be pointed out by the Port authorities, haying regard to 
the season of the year.

Tur Caloutta Medical College Session, 1338-89, will commence on the 23rd June neat. 
Students who may be desirous of commencing thoir studies aro requested to apply to the 
Principal betwecu the hours of 11 4.é. aud 4 p.m. on or before that date. 

2. Ten free presentations will then bo uwarded, hes aro given to students according 
to their relative position in the University, B.A., B.L., and FA. Examinations, preferenco 
being given to those who have passed the highest exumination. 

8. No person shall be enrolled a¢ a matriculated studeut who has not previously passed 
the First Arte Examination of the Culcutta University, or a preliminary Arts Examination of 
the United Kingdom recognised by the British Gcucral Medical Council. 

4. All matriculated students of the College shall pay Rs. 15 on entrance, Rs. 30 for 
the summer session on the 23rd Juue, and Ks, 30 for tue winter session on Is. November of 
each year. 

Mahemedan students are required to pay Re, 15 on entrance and one-third feo, i.e, 
Ra. 10 per sessiun. The remaining two-thiid feos are charged to the Moshin Fund. 

5, Any matriculated student of the College may, with the permission of the Principal 
and the Professor of the subject, attend courses of lectures or departments of hospital practice 
in addition to the full curricalum for the year, and shall be entitled to certificates of atten- 
dance at auch extra lectures, if Lue Professor is satisfied that ho or she has really studicd the 
subject. ‘The fevs payublo in advance fur such additional courses are the following :-—

6. Any matriculated student who leavos tho College befor completing his University 
course, with the object of continuing his studies at a Modical School in Europe, may receive 
cortificates of attendance at leo.ures on payment of fees at the rate fized in the foregoing inle. 
But in culculating the sum to be so paid, the amount of the fees already paid by him as 
reguiar student, or in the case of a free student, the amocnt which would have been puid 
by him had bo been a paying student, shell be deducted 

5, Any person not being o matriculated student of the College, who wishes to attend 
any course of lectures, or any department of hospital practice, may do so with the permission 
of tho Principal and Professor of the subject, on payment, in advance, of fevs at the rates 

fixed in rule 5. If he has pussed tho Entrance Hxamination of the University, he shall 
receive certificates of attondutce at lectures. If he bas not passed the Entrance Hxamina- 
tion he ehall receive no class certificates. 

8. College scholarships, prizes and certificates of honour aro opon for competition 
aly to matriculated students of the College, Hospital Apprentice and Fumale Cortificate 
vlasses, 

9. Junior scholarships of Rs, X per meneem and free tuition for one yoar are annually 
awarded to 10 students of the 2nd and to 10 of the 3rd ycur, on the results of the first and 
eovond years’ Tust and Honour Examinations respectively. 

10. ‘Ten sevior scholarships of Rs, 12 per mensem and free tuition are annually 
awarded to students of the 4th year on the results on the University First Examination in 
Medicine. ‘But these shall not be awarded to students who gain Doorga Charan Laha and 
Female Medica! scholarships. Thess are tenable for two years. Failed students are not 
eligible for these scholarships. 

Goodeve scholarship of Rs. 12 per monsom is annually awarded to studonts of tho Sth 
year on the result of tho Midwifery ‘lest Uxamination of tho 4th year. 

F. ©. Obutterjeo scholarship of Rs. 17 per mensem is avnually awardod to the best 
students in Histology at tho end of tie 4th year, 

Abdool Gunny scholarsbip of Rs. 26 per mensem is annually awarded to the best 
atudent at the General Examicatious of the Ist to 4th year. 

Dake of Edinburgh's prize is awarded to the best in Surgery at the end of the oth year. 

Bhola Nath Boso’s prize of Rs. 40 is awarded to the best clinical clerk in Surgery and 
Modicive in alternate years. 

A gold medal and certificates uf honour are awarded to the beat students in each subject. 

Goodeve and Macnamara silver medals are given to the 1st year students in Anatomy 
wnd Obemistry, respectively. 

11, College scholars, who receive less than Rs, 20 per mensom, are not required to 
pay Ro, 80 per session, All other scholars shall Poy. foes as matriculated students. ‘These 
may pay their fees in advance, or huve their scholarship money deducted till the fuli amonnt 
‘8 received. 


12, Any student holding a Mediesl Collego scholarship will be permitted to draw the 
Wipend of the said scholaretip at aay recognised Medical School in tne United Kingdom,
